Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  suddenly  imposed  duty  of  attempting  an  annual  report  for  1973. 
Much  of  the  normally  available  information  is  not  available  and  locally  compiled 
information  regarding  births  is  liable  to  error  amounting  to  absurdity  and  is 
accordingly  not  presented.  The  figures  for  deaths  include  a  gross  error  in  that 
deaths  "transferred  in"  for  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1973  are  not 
included,  being  not  yet  to  hand. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  correct  as  received  but  the 
completeness  of  notification  may  not  be  lOO;^.  They  are  in  line  with  previous 
years. 


Water  ijialysis  res’olts  this  year  are  listed  as  sheets  of  reports,  averaging 
three  reports  per  sheet  and  so  are  again  comparable.  Chemical  analysis  were, 
however,  only  two  in  number.  The  nimiber  of  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports 
are,  as  stated,  5.  This  includes  raw  water  but  is  an  indication  for  close 
surveillance . 

With  the  completion  of  the  Southrey  Sewage  Scheme,  the  emi^tying  of  pail 
closets  by  the  Council  has  ceased,  and  all  reasonably  densely  populated  areas 
are  sewered,  or  have  schemes  at  an  advanced  stage,  delayed  only  by  Central 
Government  restriction.  Difficulties  with  sewer  overflow  occur  in  the  parish  of 
Ingham . 

With  pressure  on  aci^ommodation,  it  is  not  surprising  that  there  has  been  a 
substantial  increase  in  caravan  living. 

Treatment  of  rodent  infestation  has  increased  substantially,  but  it  is  not 
clear  whether  this  is  an  increase  in  infestation  or  greater  awareness  of  the 
pr  oblem . 

In  general  the  control  of  the  environment  remained  satisfactory.

General 

The  new  scheme  for  Standard  and  Improvement  Grants  introduced  by  the 
Housing  Act,  1969  has  worked  very  well-  and  produced  a  number  of  applications. 

There  is  one  disturbing  feature,  however,  in  that  since  the  repayment 
conditions  for  Improvement  Grants  was  removed  there  has  been  a  tendency  for 
speculators  to  be  in  a  position  to  compete  with  persons  requiring  houses  for 
their  own  occupation  and,  whilst  this  is  an  undesirable  side  effect,  it  has 
no  doubt  produced  conditions  envisaged  by  the  Act  in  that  the  improvement  of 
the  maximum  possible  number  of  houses  is  being  secured.
